As alow-level, unpaid, elected 
position, school board races often take a 
backseat to other elections. 

On top of the Democratic attempt 
to take back control of the midterms 
and a governor’s race, San Francisco 
voters are weighing a slate of three new 
supervisors and a monumental ballot 
measure in Proposition C that could 
prevent and reduce homelessness. 

But if local politics have a tough 
time garnering attention as it is, it’s 
even tougher for school politics in a 
city with roughly 54,000 students en- 
rolled in San Francisco Unified School 
District. 

Still, San Franciscans who do recog- 
nize the importance of local elections 
should look harder at the school board 
race — if they have the will to sort 
through the jaw-dropping 18 candi- 
dates who've thrown their hat into 
the ring to hold one of the three open 
seats. It’s going to be a historic race: 
None are incumbents and some could 
be firsts for the seven-member board. 
Martin Rawlings-Fein and Mia Satya 
would be the first openly transgender 
commissioners, Gabriela Lopez and 
Monica Chinchilla are Latina, and 
Faauuga Moliga is the first Pacific Is- 
lander to run. 

“T’ve never seen this many candi- 
dates,” says Commissioner Mark San- 
chez, who was first elected in 2000. “In 
these races, the default slate tends to 
be what the teachers union endorses.” 

The United Educators of San Fran- 
cisco has endorsed Moliga and Alison 
Collins and, in a rare consistent pairing 
of candidates, so did the Service Em- 
ployees International Union 1021, the 
League of Pissed Off Voters, and the 
National Union of Healthcare Workers. 
The two are heavily involved parents in 
the district, as well as educators in their 
own right, and have also garnered the 
joint endorsements of supervisors Jane 
Kim, Malia Cohen, Sandra Lee Fewer, 
Hillary Ronen, Rafael Mandelman, Aar- 
on Peskin, and Norman Yee. 

“Part of the reason we connected is 
because he’s been doing the work, too,” 
says Collins, a member of the district’s 
African-American Parent Advisory 
Council, of Moliga. “If good people 
don’t run, if it’s just political people 
who want to be political. ... I just want 
to make sure that the work continues.” 

A source of frustration for parents 
is the tendency for politicians to use 
the School Board as a stepping stone to 
a higher political office, slowing down 
progress on education from a body 
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that’s already run by elected volunteers. 
Fewer, Yee, and Kim are current super- 
visors who once served on the board. 

But candidates like Moliga, Collins, 
SFUSD teacher Gabriela Lopez, and 
City College academic counselor Li 
Miao Lovett — who the teachers union 
and the League of Pissed Off Voters 
also endorsed — say they root their 
change-making passion in education. 

“Tm not anyone who has experience 
in this world other than education, and 
I really want to stick with that,” Lopez 
says. ‘It’s time to take a stand.” 

With just over $10,000, Lopez has 
less money on hand than other top can- 
didates. Chinchilla has raised the sec- 
ond-most with $54,000, Michelle Park- 
er is next in line with nearly $36,000, 
Phil Kim raised about $24,000, Moliga 
has $25,000, and Collins has about 
$22,000. 


With the influx of money, voters 
may see some names advertised more

than others, but the influence of en- 
dorsements is not to be underestimated. 
Lopez, for example, has the backing of 
several local Democratic clubs, the San 
Francisco Berniecrats, and the San Fran- 
cisco Tenants Union. She’s vowed to take 
on issues like the achievement gap, the 
school assignment system, affordability 
for educators, and expanding language 
services. 

Chinchilla, Lovett, and Moliga have 
listed community-based schools — 
which seek input of students, parents, 
and educators for decision-making — 
as a main part of their platform while 
Moliga is resolute in having SFUSD 
pay more attention to mental health. 
Lovett calls to expand the district’s 
teacher-training program and increase 
hours for paraprofessionals. 

On top of improving transparency 
by breaking down language barriers 
for parents, Collins identified school 
safety as amain priority. She takes the 
call beyond physical safety to include 


emotional and cultural support by ad- 
dressing implicit bias and investing in 
K-12 ethnic studies curriculum. 

Bringing emotional and cultural 
sensitivity is also a priority for Raw- 
lings-Fein, one of two openly trans- 
gender candidates, who was motivated 
to run on behalf of his kids as well as 
trans students. That was even before 
Josephine Zhao, who raised more than 
$77,000 and still holds endorsements 
from high-level politicians like Mayor 
London Breed and state Sen. Scott Wie- 
ner, was forced to drop out after mak- 
ing anti-transgender statements. 

“T was hurt and wounded to find out 
that a fellow candidate was using my 
identity as a wedge issue, but I wasn’t 
surprised, Rawlings-Fein says. “My 
hope is that as a trans community, we 
can push for educating the full board 
on the evolving nature of gender and 
identity to help all of us understand 
that people’s identities are not up for 
debate, discussion, or voting.”

Although Zhao announced earlier 
this month she would drop out of the 
race, the deadline to withdraw her 
name from the ballot passed on Aug. 
31 and she has not publicly promised 
to decline a seat should she be elected. 
The ordeal attracted more attention to 
a school board race than usual, but can- 
didates don’t feel it distracted from the 
issues at hand. 

Still, there remains one more wild 
card in school board politics set to 
come after the election: if Commission- 
er Matt Haney wins the District 6 Su- 
pervisor race, a mayoral appointment 
would take his place. With 19 candi- 
dates running, kids have no shortage of 
options that San Francisco voters will 
soon vet for them.

A recent spate of anti-Semitic incidents in the Bay Area reflects a larger, national debate over the definition of ‘hate’ and ‘hate speech.’

At this moment, BART is run- 
ning advertisements from a Holocaust-de- 
nial group at two San Francisco stations. 
Over in Contra Costa County, an an- 
ti-Semitic Republican candidate for Con- 
gress just won his primary while 
claiming, “The Holocaust is a lie.” And

five East Bay synagogues were recently 
plastered with Alex Jones InfoWars fly- 
ers depicting two hook-nosed Jewish 


caricatures and reading, “The Jews came 


for the Daily Stormer, and I said nothing 
... They are coming for your free speech 
next!” 

These all seem like pretty obvious 
examples of hate speech. But ina 
post-truth world of “alternative facts,” 
the task of labeling hate speech and 
hate groups has fallen on civil rights 
advocates like the Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL) and Southern Poverty 
Law Center (SPLC), institutions that 
now find themselves under siege with 
allegations of anti-conservative bias. 

“We need to call out hatred of any 
sort, wherever we find it,” says Nancy 
Appel, senior associate regional direc- 
tor for the ADL Central Pacific Region 
here in San Francisco, defending their 
criteria. 

According to the ADL's Center on 
Extremism, there have been 22 ex- 
tremist or anti-Semitic incidents in 
San Francisco alone in the last year 
— as opposed to only eight the year 
before. 

“We have seen an uptick in anti-Se- 
mitic incidents, which would cover 
both violent and nonviolent inci- 
dents,” Appel tells SF Weekly. “Every- 
thing from workplace discrimination 
to actual crime. We’ve seen an uptick 
across the country, unfortunately.” 

The “hate group” labels often 
applied to perpetrators of these inci- 
dents come from the civil rights orga- 
nization Southern Poverty Law Cen- 
ter. Headquartered in Montgomery, 
Ala., the SPLC classifies these groups 
into specifically designated categories 
like Neo-Nazi, White Nationalist, An- 
ti-LGBT, or Anti-Muslim. 

The ADL uses somewhat different 
terminology. 

“We prefer the term ‘extremism’ 
or ‘extremist, ” Appel says. “It’s more 
precise and more encompassing.” 

That specificity of language can be 
important. The SPLC paid a $3 million 
settlement in June to avoid a defama- 
tion lawsuit from an activist whom 
they'd labeled as Anti-Muslim, a case 
that conservatives used as definitive 
proof that these progressive civil

rights groups had “lost all credibility” 
and were “smearing good people with 
false charges of bigotry.” 

That’s why the ADL applies analyt- 
ical and academic rigor in describing 
the extremist scene, and tries to be as 
precise as possible when using terms 
like “hate,” “movement,” “group,” or 
“ideology.” This is particularly chal- 
lenging in the internet era, when 
messages are amplified through new 
media like YouTube videos, private 
Facebook groups, or swarms of bot 
accounts. 

“In years past, when you're think- 
ing of something like the Ku Klux 
Klan, there really were membership 
meetings, initiations, et cetera,’ Appel 
explains. “But the situation is really 
much more fluid now. You can have a 
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quote-unquote group that might be 
composed of just a few people. It falls 
apart relatively quickly.” 

And extremist groups have become 
very shrewd at playing up any hate ac- 
cusations as examples of censorship or 
anti-conservative bias. The recent Alex 
Jones ban whipped up that sentiment 
against Facebook, Google, and Twitter, 
but these tactics are also used against 
small local newspapers. 

The free LGBT weekly Bay Area Re- 
porter was hit with a cease-and-desist 
order last month from an attorney for 
the Proud Boys, an alt-right group the 
BAR described in an op-ed as “white 
supremacists” and “fascists.” 

“This was definitely an attempt to 
intimidate the press,” BAR publisher 
Michael Yamashita tells SF Weekly.

“We will not be intimidated.” 

Yamashita notes that many press 
organizations are targeted this way, 
and the Proud Boys’ attorney often 
threatens legal action — but rarely 
follows through on the threat. 

“We've heard nothing since we’ve 
received the letter demanding a re- 
traction,” according to Yamashita. 
“Our attorney has advised us that we 
are not exposed to potential liability 
since the references to the Proud Boys 
appeared in a opinion column clearly 
labeled ‘commentary, and did not in- 
clude any specific facts that were false 
or defamatory.” 

But fringe groups have successfully 
tilted the discourse to pass off extrem- 
ism as garden-variety conservatism. 
This moves the goalposts of standard

conservatism in the direction of ex- 
tremists, creating an environment 
where these alleged ‘hate groups’ are 
comfortable committing obvious acts 
of hate. 

The ADL remains committed to 
documenting this demonstrable in- 
crease in targeted attacks on certain 
religions, ethnicities, and sexual iden- 
tities. 

“One of the reasons why we're see- 
ing it is because people are speaking 
out,” Appel says. “They’re recording 
these incidents, they’re speaking out 
on social media, they’re being covered 
more. That’s good. People need to talk 
about these things, so we can then 
deal with it.”

Cannabis Tax 
Opposition 
Mounts 


Why are some local officials 
and organizations eager to see 
Prop. D go down? 


As expected, outgoing Supervi- 
sor Malia Cohen’s measure to levy a 
gross-receipts tax on local cannabis busi- 
nesses comes before San Francisco voters 
on Nov. 6. Not surprisingly, efforts are al- 
ready underway to stop Proposition D. 

If passed, the measure would tax 
retail cannabis shops at a rate of 2.5 
percent on their first $1 million in 
revenue, starting in 2021. Any subse- 
quent revenue above $1 million would 
be taxed at a rate of 5 percent. For 
non-retail cannabis businesses, the 
rates are notably lower: 1 percent for 
the first $1 million and 1.5 percent for 
subsequent revenue. 

Opponents fear that even with 
three years to prepare, such additional 
costs could be detrimental to an in- 
dustry still finding its footing in the 
regulated market. 

“Medical cannabis patients are 
taxed too much as it currently stands,” 
says David Gold, president of the 


San Francisco's Premier 
Cannabis Dispensary 





Brownie Mary Democratic Club. “Add- 
ing this gross-receipts tax will drive 
more people back to the unregulated, 
illicit market.” 

On Wednesday, Sept. 12, Gold 
invited a number of supervisor can- 
didates to speak with Brownie Mary 
Club members and offer their positions 
on Prop D. Among them were District 
6 hopefuls Christine Johnson and 
Sonja Trauss, who have both come out 
against the measure. 

“San Francisco voted overwhelming- 
ly for Prop. 64 to legalize recreational 
cannabis,” Johnson notes. “However, 
to fully stamp out the black market, 
we need to give the legal industry a 
chance to mature. Prop. D would put us 
in danger of killing the legal cannabis 
industry before it really starts, through 
over-taxation.” 

Trauss shares her opponent’s 
concerns that higher 
taxes may reduce 
legal sales. 

“T think that Prop. 
D will be devastating 
for the fledgling 
cannabis industry 
in San Francisco,’ 
she says. “Cannabis 
businesses are already 
struggling to pay tax- 
es. Logistically, they 
have to pay in cash. 
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This tax will punish them for operating 
legitimately. Seventy-four percent of 
San Franciscans voted to have access 
to legal recreational cannabis. This tax 
is contrary to the will of San Francisco 
voters, because it will drive cannabis 
businesses out of business or back to 
the illegal market.” 

Such opposition isn’t without mer- 
it. At present, a San Francisco retail 
cannabis business already pays taxes at 
the state level. While San Francisco’s 
decision to add a local tax has always 
been a matter of when and not if, 
many people hoped city officials would 
choose to let the market stabilize first. 
It’s unlikely that big-name dispensaries 
will shutter, but the question is wheth- 
er mom-and-pop shops and manufac- 
turers will be able to keep up. 

Speaking with SF Weekly in July, 
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Cohen conceded that, for some in the 
industry, the issue of taxes is simply 
never going to fly. 

“Tm not trying to shove a tax down 
people’s throats,” she said. “I under- 
stand that there is a constituency that 
is just automatically against a tax. But 
as a legislator, I think that’s an unreal- 
istic position.” 

The matter of taxes on the cannabis 
industry has its detractors even with- 
in the current Board of Supervisors. 
In an 8-3 decision, Sups. Jane Kim, 
Hillary Ronen, and Rafael Mandelman 
all voted against placing Prop. D on 
the November ballot (offices for all 
three did not immediately respond to 
requests for comment). Other local 
government entities are also begin- 
ning to weigh in. 

Juliana Bunim, vice 
president of strategic 
communications, San 
Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, sees Prop. 
D as a “double tax” on 

the industry. 

“By singling out 
this emerging indus- 
try,” Bunim says, “this 
extra tax will discour- 
age cannabis busi- 
nesses from entering 
the fully regulated 
legal market.” 
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Another ally in the efforts to de- 
feat Prop. D is Vince Courtney of the 
San Francisco Labor Council. 

“We strongly believe that it’s irre- 
sponsible to over-regulate an industry 
that has demonstrated [a] willingness 
to meet community workforce objec- 
tives through state-registered appren- 
ticeships and pre-apprenticeship in 
collaboration with the city,” Courtney 
emphasizes. The willingness of indus- 
try leadership “to explore approaches 
to ensuring appropriate labor stan- 
dards for workers from communities 
decimated by the failed war on drugs 
should be met with a scalpel, not a 
hammer.” 

With San Francisco’s general elec- 
tion still six weeks away, the rhetoric 
concerning Prop. D will likely only in- 
crease as the city’s attention turns to 
the five local measures currently slat- 
ed for the ballot. How much a given 
candidate’s positions on the cannabis 
industry will affect their chances to 
take office remains to be seen, but it’s 
clear that in 2018, the days of elected 
officials opting out of the discussion 
are long gone.

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Protections 
against gender 
identity 
harassment

This week’s question comes 
from Lindsay in San Francisco: 


: A coworker with whom I work 
Of recently began his social 
transition from presenting as the sex 
he was incorrectly assigned at birth to 
his true gender identity. Most of our 
colleagues have been respectful and 
encouraging during this process but 
there is one older woman who refuses 
to use my transitioning coworker’s cor- 
rect name and pronouns, and occasion- 
ally makes other demeaning remarks. 
The woman’s offensive comments are 
distracting and make me uncomfort- 
able, but I’m really concerned that 
my transitioning coworker will feel so 
ostracized he will end up quitting the 
job rather than deal with daily harass- 
ment. Should I share my observations 
with HR? 


A Lindsay, it is distressing to hear 
about your coworker’s alienating 
experiences at work as a result of 

his gender identity and expression. 
Fortunately, California’s employment 
discrimination laws protect employees 
against this kind of harassment and 
have been updated in the past two 
years to clarify and strengthen these 
protections. 

Discrimination and harassment 
based on sex and gender is prohibited 
under the state’s Fair Employment and 
Housing Act (“FEHA”). Since 2011, 
FEHA has specifically included “gender 
identity” and “gender expression” as 
traits for which employees are protect- 
ed from unlawful discrimination and 
harassment. Last year, the California 
Fair Employment and Housing Coun- 
cil promulgated detailed regulations 
to clarify how protections based on 
gender identity and expression should 
be applied. Finally, effective Jan. 1, 
2018, all employers are required to 
conspicuously post a state-approved 
“Transgender Rights in the Workplace” 
poster and employers with 50 or more 
employees must include units on gen- 
der identity, gender expression and 
sexual orientation in mandatory sex 
discrimination trainings. 

Under the 2017 regulations, gender 
identity is defined as a person's “in- 
ternal understanding of their gender,” 
including “male, female, a combination 
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of male and female, neither male 

nor female, a gender different from 
the person’s sex assigned at birth 

and transgender,’ whether or not 
expressed in the employee’s external 
presentation. The regulations also 
specifically protect those in transition, 
perceived to be transitioning, or who 
have already transitioned, with “transi- 
tioning” defined as a process in which 
an individual begins living as the gen- 
der with which they identify, including 
changes in name usage, facility usage, 
participation in employer-sponsored 
activities, as well as any relevant med- 
ical procedures. Among its protections 
against discrimination, the regulations 
proscribe employers requiring gender 
documentation or imposing job duties, 
dress standards, or facility usage in- 
consistent with an employee’s gender 
identity or expression, except in very 
limited circumstances. 

As discussed in previous columns, 
FEHA forbids workplace sexual ha- 
rassment both in the form of “quid pro 
quo” offers or threats contingent on 
sexual favors and the much broader 
category of “hostile work environ- 
ment” harassment. A hostile work 
environment may be created even in 
the absence of any specific adverse 
employment action when unwelcome 
conduct based on sex or gender either 
unreasonably interferes with an em- 
ployee’s work performance or creates a 


workplace that would be intimidating, 
hostile, or offensive to a reasonable 
person in the employee’s shoes. A 
given conduct’s lawfulness is evalu- 
ated using all relevant circumstances 
and can be exacerbated by individual 
attributes such as a history of related 
abuse. Both the harasser and victim 
may be of any gender identity and the 
behavior need not motivated by sexual 
desire. Indeed, the complaining em- 
ployee need not even be the intended 
target of the harassing conduct; a mere 
witness like yourself may have stand- 
ing if they personally witness conduct 
such that their immediate work 
environment is permeated by sexual 
harassment. 

As you can see, California law 
does prohibit the kind of harassment 
your transitioning coworker has been 
suffering if the colleague’s insults and 
misuse of former name and pronouns 
are pervasive enough to impact the 
workplace atmosphere or affect the 
complaining employee’s job perfor- 
mance. Generally, the “pervasive” 
standard requires that the harassment 
not be occasional, isolated, sporadic, 
or trivial and to either (1) have become 
part of the employee’s daily or weekly 
work routine, (2) undermine their abil- 
ity to perform their job, or (3) cause 
them persistent distress. In your ques- 
tion, you indicate that you worry your 
coworker might quit his job to avoid 


the regular distress he experiences, a 
situation known as constructive dis- 
charge. He may indeed have a strong 
claim against the harasser and possibly 
your employer, if they have not un- 
dertaken all legally required duties to 
prevent harassment and promptly cor- 
rect unlawful behavior of which they 
should reasonably be aware. A success- 
ful case will require the assistance of an 
experienced employment law attorney. 
In the meantime, you should cer- 
tainly encourage your HR department 
to look into the matter and reaffirm 
that your employer has duly updated 
its employee manual, workplace rights 
posters and, if the company employs 
50 or more employees, mandated man- 
ager training curriculum in confor- 
mance with current California law.

ane Smiley’s A Thousand Acres is a 
retelling of King Lear set on an Iowa 
farm, complete with a drowning ina 
pond and some poisoned sausages. 
Golden Gate Park is 17 acres larger 
than that Midwestern parcel, and its drama is 
no less Shakespearean. Roughly as big as nine 
Vaticans or two Monacos, it’s a little bigger than 





been denser with freeways than even Down- 
town. Thankfully, it was spared, and the contem- 
porary park remains home to charming anach- 
ronisms, like a rhododendron dell or the anglers’ 
ponds dyed the same blue as a miniature-golf 
water hazard. 

As a rule, the closer to the ocean you go, the 
statuary becomes sparser and the opportunities 


for organized recreation increase. Golden Gate 
Park isn’t entirely artificial, however. The live 
oak grove just north of the Conservatory of 


New York’s Central Park, whose junior architect 
(Calvert Vaux) and width (half a mile) it shares. 
Those urban greenspaces bookend a country 
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whose history is intertwined with the closing of 
the frontier and the bringing of a whole pilfered 
continent under fruitful cultivation. Of the two, 
Golden Gate Park’s genesis is the more improb- 
able and marvelous. The shifting dunes that 
once formed the “Outside Lands” were initially 
regarded as a wasteland inhospitable to most 
vegetation, but horticulturalist John McLaren 
had vision and patience. In an achievement 
comparable to the prospect of growing potatoes 
on Mars, McLaren terraformed the landscape, 
introducing hundreds of species to California 
and grooming the park over the span of decades 
starting in the 1870s. 

The City Beautiful Movement, which origi- 
nated in Chicago around 1900 and sowed a spir- 
it of civic grandeur nationwide, viewed parks as 
“lungs for the city.” As verdant sites of compre- 
hensive design that provided respite from the 
grind of urban life, city parks embodied humani- 
ty’s dominance over nature. Just as importantly, 
they filled up with monuments and neoclassical 
architecture, inculcating the citizenry with an 
improved aesthetic appreciation tinged with 
moralism. Have a picnic next to a bust of Cer- 
vantes or a plinth with Ulysses S. Grant on it, 
and you might go forth and read Don Quixote or 
serve your country. 

That top-down mentality lasted through the 
mid-20th century. Had the 1948 master plan 
been executed, Golden Gate Park would have 
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Flowers predates it, as do the Chain of Lakes on 
the western end (although they’ve since been 
modified). And the California bay trees in the 
natural basin that is now the National AIDS 
Memorial were sufficiently shielded from the 
elements to grow there; they’re natural, too. 

McLaren was exempt from the city’s manda- 
tory retirement age for civil servants (60) and 
lived out his days in the lodge that’s now Rec 
and Park’s headquarters. He was sort of like 
James from James and the Giant Peach, making a 
cozy home in Central Park out of the enormous 
pit — and indeed, the statue of McLaren con- 
templating a pine cone in a three-piece suit has 
a Hobbit-like air. After serving as Golden Gate 
Park’s superintendent for more than half a cen- 
tury, he died in 1943 at age 96, and lay in state 
as San Francisco’s most honored citizen. 

What would he have thought of things like 
the 1967 Human Be-In or the Panhandle Stage 
at Outside Lands: horrible nuisances or maxi- 
mum appreciation of a unique public resource? 
We'll never know. The most loving tribute may 
be in the murals in the Beach Chalet at Golden 
Gate Park’s western edge. Among the cyclists 
and the bathers and the lady in a hat fashioned 
from newspaper who’s also reading Mark Twain 
is another wondrous figure: a regal woman in 
a fur-trimmed purple coat, on a green bench, 
hand-feeding a squirrel. Golden Gate Park is for 
everybody.

Comics and goodnatured city 
dignitaries gathered in Golden Gate 
Park on Friday to mutilate some Robin 
Williams jokes in honor of the late 
comedian.

There was no drive-by fruiting, but 
there were a few affable groaners. 

On Friday afternoon, Golden Gate Park’s 
Sharon Meadow was formally renamed Robin 
Williams Meadow in honor of the late comic, 
who died in August 2014. The commemoration 
came two days before the 38th Annual Comedy 
Day, a free event that takes place in the mead- 
ow and which Williams strongly supported. 

A smattering of Williams’ friends and 
colleagues gathered to unveil the meadow’s 
new sign and share stories, led by Phil Gins- 
burg, general manager of the San Francisco 
Recreation and Parks Department. Ginsburg 
introduced several people with good-natured 
mutilations of some of Williams’ one-liners, 
offset by genuinely sweet recollections of the 
much-missed actor and comedian, who lived in 
Marin at the time of his death. 

“Robin said, “You're only given one little 
spark of madness, you mustn't lose it,’ ” Gins- 
burg said, before going on to thank everyone 
who made the renaming happen. “This is quite 
a beautiful moment and a celebration of all that 
is right with parks: community and laughter 
and joy, there’s not enough of it in the world.” 

“We thought about renaming the Polo 
Fields,” he added. “But the Polo Fields are 
where you play lacrosse, and as Robin Williams 
said, ‘Lacrosse is what you find in la church,” 

Mark Buell, president of the Recreation & 
Parks Commission, noted that in a time when 
people are taking names off of monuments to 
correct historical injus- 
tice, “it’s really a plea- 
sure to put aname 
on a place — a name 
universally approved 
of by everybody.” 

In case you're 
wondering who the 
“Sharon” of Sharon 
Meadow is, it was Sen. 
William Sharon of 
Nevada, a 19th-century 
banker who got rich from 
the Comstock Lode and whose family donated 
the funds that built the Romanesque structure 
in the park that still bears his name. His late- 
in-life marriage to San Francisco socialite Sarah 
Althea Hill led to a protracted legal battle that 
included a knife fight in a courtroom and the 
death of a U.S. Marshal by gunshot. Scandal- 
ous, yes, but worthy of eternal remembrance? 
Arguably not. 





Williams, Buell added, “had a huge heart, he 
never said no to anybody. He would come out 
to the San Francisco Zoo for their fundraiser, 
come out to the auction, then volunteer to read 
stories to kids on overnights at the zoo.” 

Former supervisor and stand-up comic Tom 
Ammiano recalled Williams’ accessibility. 

“We got to know each other through pol- 
itics, actually,’ Ammiano said. “He wanted 
to film a movie in the chamber at City Hall. I 
think it was Bisexual Man...? Bicentennial Man!” 

To get approval, Williams was told he need- 
ed to talk to Ammiano, so he burst into the 
legislative chamber and danced until the sheriff 
came in. 

“We gave him permission and never regret- 
ted it,’ Ammiano said. “How could you say no 
to Robin Williams? One thing he did say to me 
was that “You are one of the few politicians who 
are intentionally funny.’ ” 

Ammiano also related to SF Weekly that he 
shared a stage with Williams once, at a Comedy 
Day in the 80s when LGBT comics were fre- 
quently harassed on stage. 

“IT went up to introduce myself, and he goes, 
‘You're that guy, ” Ammiano said. “I said, “Yeah, 
that gay guy. He said, ‘I wish you the best.’ I 
went out there and it wasn’t a transformative 
experience. People did throw ice and call me, 
‘Faggot.’ I said, “You can call me Mr. Faggot.’ ” 

Apparently, Williams once later imperson- 
ated Ammiano delivering a civic commemora- 
tion, the “politically incorrect” details of which 
Ammiano declined to share on record. 

Debi Durst, board president of Comedy 
Day, thanked the Academy before saying, “This 
was a very special day for me. Robin was such 
a good friend to me. He was a friend to San 
Francisco and to the world and to Comedy Day, 
so when he passed away, I said, ‘We have to 
have something. And Comedy Day has been in 
what was Sharon Meadow for the past 20-some 
years, and I thought, “What could be better 
than to name the meadow after Robin?’ ” 

It was Durst and her assistant who learned 
that Sharon Meadow had not officially been 
named after all, hence this renaming was 

technically a naming. Ginsburg later 
confirmed to SF Weekly that that 
discovery streamlined the pro- 
cess considerably. 
“When you're renaming, 
there’s winners and losers,” he 
said. “When you're naming, 
there’s only a winner.” 
Asked what his 12 favorite 
Robin Williams movies were, 
in order, Ginsburg supplied 
four: Dead Poets Society, 
Mrs. Doubtfire, Good Will 
Hunting, and Good Morning, 
Vietnam. Ammiano picked 
Insomnia and The Birdcage.

How do we break it to dogs that 
the $2.4 million upgrade to their 
park-within-a-park isn't coming for 
another year?

With just nine dog parks west of 
Stanyan Street, an entire half of San Francisco 
is disproportionately lacking in spaces for ca- 
nines to compete for the most slobber-coated 
tennis ball. 

Although the Recreation and Parks De- 
partment has four designated dog play areas 
in Golden Gate Park, one sole “dog-training 
area’ rests on the northwest section — and 
it’s targeted for some major upgrades. Ifa 
multimillion-dollar dog park sounds crazy, 
get this: The project has secured a $2 million 
grant from the California Natural Resources 
Agency (thanks to Assemblymember Phil 
Ting) and Rec and Park will put in another 
$400,000. 

With that much funding thrown into the 
project, it’s no surprise that dogs and their 
humans won't see any changes until spring 
2020 — assuming the timeline to begin the 
six-to-eight month renovation in 2019 falls 
into place. 

The existing dog park is nestled between 
Bison Paddock and Fulton Street, near 
39th Avenue. At the moment, it’s simply a 
place for dogs to run around in the dirt and 
sand, with a few benches for people to sit, a 
fountain, and a conveniently large parking 
lot accessible from the 36th Avenue park 
entrance.

But when the renovation wraps up, 
the park will have a designated small-dog 
play area, non-toxic synthetic turf with 
irrigation, three drinking fountains, and 
four wildlife-safe trash bins. Community 
feedback included requests for a double-gate 
area, tunnels, stepping stones, built-in hills, 
ramps, and hoops to make the dog play more 
dynamic, but these additions have not yet 
been folded into the public proposals. 

Project managers debuted two design 
finalists at the second community workshop 
in July. In addition to the aforementioned 
changes, both include natural paving sur- 
face, tree planters, and play equipment. 

What distinguishes them is that the 
first proposed design has a long, somewhat 
narrow section for the small-dog play area, 
separated from a diamond-shaped large- 
dog play area with a natural paving surface. 
Both play areas have a synthetic turf section 
toward the west side of the dog park with a 
line of trees and gate in between. 

The second proposed design slightly com- 
pacts the section for small dogs, who would 
have nearly half of their area be synthetic 
turf rather than mostly sand. Instead, syn- 
thetic turf would line the southern section 
of the large dog area, which would have even 
more space than in the first proposal. 

The renovation is still one year away, but 
it’s never too early to begin thinking about 
alternative play areas, like the existing ones 
at the very northeast corner of Golden Gate 
Park or at Martin Luther King Jr Drive and 
Sunset Boulevard. 

We don't want to see another baby bison 
spooked to death by a dog burrowing its 
way into the paddock, as happened in 2013, 
so keep those off-leash dogs far away from 
their usual stomping grounds during the 
renovation. 


Redwoods Are 
Inherently 
Contemplative 


A morning of volunteering at 
the National AIDS Memorial 
Grove brings new perspective 
onan epidemic that is passing 
into history.

“This was a swamp,” says Carlin 
Holden, a longtime volunteer and 
board member with the National AIDS 
Memorial Grove. “There was a pile of 
brush in the meadow taller than a per- 
son.” 

It’s simultaneously easy and hard 
to imagine this site looking derelict 
— easy because it’s a natural basin 
and hard because it’s currently so 
well-maintained. But in the 1980s, 
after years of budget cuts, a section of 
Golden Gate Park that was known as 
De Laveaga Dell was in sorry shape, its 
Victorian water fountains having been 
inoperative for almost 50 years. 

Today, it’s as close to a sacred space 
as a political jurisdiction can constitu- 
tionally allow. 

Every third Saturday during the dry 
months, volunteers gather to spruce 
up the Grove, spreading decorative 
gravel or clearing mulch. One section 


Frog Invasion! 


Keeping certain species out of 
Golden Gate Park Is a decades- 
old battle.

In 2011, a massive effort 
launched to rid a small, quiet area of 
Golden Gate Park from a particularly 
nasty creature. Although invasive, 
South African clawed frogs are physi- 
cally much less scary than they sound. 
Measuring only five inches long, with 
round heads, pincer-like front feet, and 
bulging eyes, they are thought to have 
first entered the U.S. in the 1940s, and 
have a voracious appetite for just about 
everything. They also carry the toxic 
fungus Batrachochytrium dendrobatidis, 
or Bd for short. In the early 2010s, 
more than 10,000 were estimated to be 
living in a small lily pond wedged be- 
tween JFK and Nancy Pelosi drives, 
eating and infecting everything in 
sight. 

“The clawed frogs will eat anything 
that moves in front of them,” Eric 








has been planted with redwoods, 
and as people who live in west- 
ern Sonoma know, redwoods 

are a lot of work. They shed pro- 
fusely, for one. But the dust their 
bark produces endows any shafts 
of sunlight that penetrate the 
canopy with a mystical quality. A 
redwood forest is inherently con- 
templative — and when you see 
boulders etched with the names 
of people lost to the AIDS crisis, 
you may stop yourself, rake 

in hand. As with panels of the 
NAMES Project AIDS Memorial 
Quilt, that sorrow is profound. 

“The Grove was created 27 years 
ago, in the heart of the darkest days 
of the epidemic, when 15,000 San 
Franciscans had passed,” says John 
Cunningham, the nonprofit’s executive 
director. “It goes to the heart of the 
matter that the city gave 10-and-a-half 
acres of Golden Gate Park to a yet-to- 
be-formed organization.” 

Through the support of well-con- 
nected, socially progressive San Fran- 
cisco families, the Grove quickly came 
into being — and within six months, 
50 dump trucks full of debris had been 
removed. The De Laveaga family gave 
its blessing since they, too, had lost 
someone to AIDS. 

Where we're sitting had been under 
four feet of water, Cunningham adds, 
but a quarter-million cumulative vol- 
unteer-hours can do a lot. It’s 27 years 
to the day, in fact, since then-Mayor 
Art Agnos put a shovel in the ground 


Larson, an environmental 
manager with the state’s Fish 
and Wildlife Department, told 
environmental publication 
Bay Nature in 2013. “There’s 
nothing else at the pond now 
because of them, no fish and 
no frogs. They're voracious 
feeders, highly reproductive, 
and have no known preda- 
Ore. 

Eventually, it reached a 
point that no longer could 
be ignored, but eradicating 
them was no small feat. The 
pond couldn't simply be drained out 
of fear the frogs would hop over to 
other areas of Golden Gate Park. 
Hand-catching and euthanizing them 
was time consuming amid the over- 
grown duckweed; even with all hands 
on deck, researchers were still regu- 
larly trapping between 200 and 500 
each week. The time it took to catch 
frogs and humanely put them down 
with carbon dioxide was exhausting, 
and they were breeding as fast as they 
were dying. 

In the end, Fish and Wildlife re- 
sorted to chemicals. Seeing as there 
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and planted what is now a very tall 
redwood. 

“Through volunteer engagement, 
it’s been transformed,” Cunningham 
says of the site. “The power of the 
healing that takes place on either side 
of the shovel — not only do they come 
here and transform the landscape, they 
transformed each other’s lives by con- 
necting in that way.” 

Having been conceived as a mere 
ginkgo garden, the Grove quickly grew 
in ambition. As of last year, a semicir- 
cular installation acknowledges the 
plight of hemophiliacs, a group whose 
suffering is often overlooked. A schol- 
arship program named for Real World 
star Pedro Zamora disbursed $60,000 
this year alone. Knowing that a day 
will come when the last person dies of 
AIDS complications, the organization 
is looking to build an “Interpretive 
Center for Social Conscience” to keep 
the flame alive. Separately, an oral his- 
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were almost no other species left in 
the lily pond by that time, they added 
low doses of chlorine to the water and 
covered it with yellow and blue tarps. 

Runners who frequented the 
once-beautiful route were met with 
two years of fences and efforts to 
revitalize the area, before it finally 
reopened. But today, it’s back toa 
healthy ecosystem, with ducks, tur- 
tles, birds, and an absence of duck- 
weed. 

This isn’t the first time a battle 
has been waged to eradicate invasive 
species across the park. Feral hogs, 








tory project has drawn attention 
to various subgroups devastated 
by HIV: leathermen, hemophili- 
acs, women, and now the Asian 
and Pacific Islander community. 

The Grove doesn’t accept 
public money, and it reimburses 
the city for the salary and ben- 
efits of its full-time gardener. 
Further, in 1996, Rep. Nancy 
Pelosi got legislation passed that 
enshrines the Grove as the U.S.’s 
only memorial site dedicated to 
the HIV/AIDS crisis. It doesn’t 
accept federal money, either, but 
it’s now technically part of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior — and no other 
site can claim its designation. It’s also 
the only place in San Francisco where 
it’s legal to deposit urns or spread ash- 
es — and while the nonprofit doesn’t 
track how many people have been me- 
morialized in that manner, the Grove’s 
leadership will avail mourners of a tree. 
Ruth Brinker, the founder of Project 
Open Hand, has a rhododendron 
planted in her memory. 

“It’s the final resting place for hun- 
dreds of people,’ Cunningham says. 
“Out of death comes life. You will find, 
at different times of year, there are 
trees that people come to and do little 
things.” 

Gardeners in Rec and Park’s em- 
ploy can’t speak to the press — and 
a brusque bureaucrat who happens 
to be present is more than eager to 
play the role of enforcer. But people 
who've worked with the gardeners over 


which are evolved versions 

of the European wild boar, 
once roamed Golden Gate 
Park freely, digging up plants 
and preying on small animals. 
Today they can still be found 
in rural areas of Alameda 
County, but thanks to efforts 
from the Golden Gate Nation- 
al Park Service in the 1980s, 
have since been eradicated in 
San Francisco. 

Harder to trap — though 
there’s no lack of effort in 
trying — are Norway rats and 
black rats, which are skilled climbers 
and can decimate entire nests full of 
eggs or baby birds. Walk by the Music 
Concourse at dusk on a weekend, and 
you can hear dozens of them scurry- 
ing around in trash cans lining the 
sidewalks, eating the remains of Twirl 
and Dip ice cream cones. 

While much of the damage done 
in introducing invasive species to 
California occured generations ago, 
officials have become wise as to what 
types of animals are regularly set free 
in city parks. A massive effort was 
made to clear Mountain Lake in the 
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the years are happy to share details 
about the trenches they’ve dug, or the 
wizened California bay trees that have 
probably been there since the 19th 
century. (They’re vectors for the spread 
of sudden oak death, but their astrin- 
gent aroma is lovely.) 

Even a couple of hours of man- 
ual labor, multiplied by almost 100 
volunteers, creates dramatic change. 
The Gaymers are here in force — they 
come every month, apparently — as 
are members of an older set who call 
themselves The Stud Muffins. People 
who didn’t know each other before 
have become like family, says Holden, 
the board member. 

After a small ceremony at the Circle 
of Friends in which we hold hands and 
recite the names of people who were 
lost, it’s time for empanadas. Usually, 
volunteers are fed sandwiches, but 
September’s workday is the annual 
volunteer-appreciation day, so people 
linger. They share stories about long- 
time volunteers who aren't there that 
day, including one guy who comes from 
Chicago to help. He retired from the 
airlines, so he flies for free, I’m told. 
Back when they had to rip up stumps 
of trees that had been cut down, it was 
an all-day project for strong backs — 
and its sounds almost like an Amish 
barn-raising. One gentleman comes 
up to Holden to get her to sign a card 
for another woman who’s had a triple 
bypass. She’s making a quick recovery, 
but they still want her to know that 
they’re thinking of her. 


Presidio of invasive carp, goldfish, 
and other pets that had been released 
into the waters over the years. So 
tricky was a solution that the Presi- 
dio Trust ended up having to pump 
47 gallons of poison into the lake, 
effectively killing everything inside. 
After the operation was concluded, 
they came up with a simple plan: 
Now, at the small sandy beach abut- 
ting Mountain Lake, a large wooden 
aquatic rescue box sits under a bush. 
“This box is checked daily,” a placard 
states, inviting anyone carrying a 
turtle, goldfish, frog, or plant to drop 
it inside. Lift up the lid, and a steep 
plastic slide ends in a few inches of 
water. 

Thus far, no drop-off boxes have 
been installed in Golden Gate Park, 
but signs dot the perimeters of Stow 
Lake banning people from releasing 
their former pets into the wild. With 
a little social responsibility and the 
keen watch of biologists, the worst of 
the park’s animal invasions may be 
behind us. 

But don’t even get us started on 
the eucalyptus trees.

The Pressure Cooker 





However much Shiva Ahmadi may try to renounce animation, she returns to the medium with a poignant exhibit on the Syrian War, at Haines Gallery.

After artist Shiva Ahmadi made 
her first animation, Lotus, in 2014, she 
swore she'd never repeat that laborious 
process. Instead, she'd focus completely 
on the painting, watercolors, and sculp- 
ture that had previously made her 
name in the art world. 

Alan Kurdi and the plight of Syri- 
an refugees changed everything. 

Kurdi was the 3-year-old Syrian 
boy who died facedown on a Turkish 
beach after he and his family tried 
reaching Europe in September 2015. 
Kurdi’s death — which reverberat- 
ed around the world after a photo 
showed his shocking demise — begat 
an outpouring of aid to help Syrian 
refugees. It also spurred Ahmadi to 
make Ascend, a searing, 6-minute ani- 
mation that includes Kurdi as a minor 
character in a much bigger drama 
about humanity, evil, and the societal 
pressures that push innocent people 
like Kurdi into harm’s way. 

Ahmadi debated how much Ascend 
should concentrate on Kurdi. In the 
end, she says, “I didn’t focus too much 
on Alan because that would make it 
too sentimental and too sad.” Stand- 
ing in her new Haines Gallery exhibit 
that features Ascend and other recent 
work, she adds, “I wanted to create 
ambiguity.” 

As with the 8-minute-long Lotus, 
Ahmadi worked with Houston anima- 
tor Sharad Kant Patel to make Ascend. 
As with her earlier work, Ascend never 
mentions the names of nations or or- 
ganizations. Not Syria. Not ISIS. And 
not Iran, Ahmadi’s native country and 
one that’s actively involved in Syria’s 
ongoing war. 

She doesn’t even mention Kurdi’s 
name. In fact, the animation’s many 
characters never say a word. But Kur- 
di’s name is implicit, as his first name 
means “to ascend” in Arabic. Also im- 
plicit is Ahmadi’s critique of fanatical 
groups that foment war and benefit 
from its spoils. 


Like a Hayao Miyazaki film, 
Ascend begins quietly but magically, 
with a giant green tree whose leaves 
rustle in the wind and blow in every 
direction. Bubbles float in the air. Then 
monkeys appear around a lake next 
to the tree, and the creatures toy with 
the bubbles — hitting them, popping 
them, and pushing them in different 
directions. 

Nima Mohandesan’s music then 
ratchets up into a series of haunting 
chants — almost quasi-religious

but with a snapping beat and other 
instrumentation that gives Ascend a 
dramatic, cinematic edge. Flying over 
the creatures are a winged adult figure 
and a winged child figure who’s car- 
rying a boy. That’s Kurdi, clad in the 
red shirt and blue shorts that he wore 
when he died. 

At this juncture in Ascend, Kurdi 
looks alive. But missiles drop from 
the sky. And the main monkey figure, 
who's wearing a black-and-white scarf, 
receives a bubble that morphs into a 
bomb. He gives it to the other mon- 
keys — and soon the bomb and other 
bombs are everywhere. The winged 
child figure disappears from the sky, 
and for seven seconds we see a wide 
frame of Kurdi face down in the lake’s 
water. Then the monkeys’ life goes on, 
with more bombs than ever floating 
around with the bubbles. Appearing 
again, the green tree has faded color, 
though its leaves are still rustling and 
making noise. 

“Every time I say, ‘I’m not going to 
make another animation, but I am ac- 
tually going to make another one” af- 
ter Ascend, Ahmadi says. “?’m working 
on the script. The paintings are push- 
ing me in a way toward animation 
because there’s a lot of movement 
involved, from the moment I start 


putting down the background.” 

Ascend is in keeping with Lotus and 
Ahmadi’s other work: It’s exquisite 
to look at, with mesmerizing colors 
and saturations that overlay a deadly 
serious narrative. The characters have 
an anonymity that is almost discon- 
certing, as none of them have eyes, 
mouths, ears, or anything that dis- 
tinguishes their identity. And on the 
angels’ and monkeys’ bodies, Ahmadi’s 
and Patel’s bleeding water colors could 
pass for blood, scars, or intestines. In 
Ahmadi’s art, turmoil, war, and beauty 
almost always cling together in a troi- 
ka of dissonant coexistence. 

There’s another dissonant example 
at Haines: the sculptured pressure 
cookers that Ahmadi engraved with an 
acid-based intaglio process to create 
unique patterns across the outside 
and even holes in the metal. In recent 
years, terrorists around the world 
have detonated similar pressure cook- 
ers to kill scores of innocent people. 
At Haines, Ahmadi’s pressure cookers 
feature floral-style, repeated Arabic 
lines that translate as “God is great” 
—a phrase that Muslim terrorists fre- 
quently employ in martyr operations 
but which peace-abiding Muslims re- 
cite every day, too. 

Ahmadi bought some of the appli-

ances online, but her mother brought 
over the distinct Afghan-style pres- 
sure cookers when she visited her 
daughter in the U.S. The elder Ahmadi 
bought five of them at a Tehran mar- 
ketplace, and when she showed the 
oval-shaped pressure cookers to U.S. 
customs officers, they flipped out, 
perhaps suspecting that this older 
Iranian woman had packed them in 
her suitcase with dubious motives. 
Ahmadi’s mom assuaged the airport 
officers by showing them her daugh- 
ter’s award-winning work — and 
pointing out her status as a tenured 
associate professor of art at UC Davis. 
New York’s Metropolitan Museum and 
Los Angeles’ Museum of Contempo- 
rary Art are among the many institu- 
tions that own Ahmadi’s art. 

“Immigration and customs wanted 
to know what they were, and why 
there were five of them — and my 
mom said, ‘Google my daughter; she 
does artwork with them, ” Ahmadi, 
says, laughing as she tells the story. 
“They're quite beautiful. I grew up 
with them. My mom used to make 
food in those. My grandmother used 
to make food in those.” 

Ahmadi, who has previously 
sculpted oil barrels with intricate mo- 
tifs, is an American success story — 


an immigrant from Iran who 

navigated her way through 

years of citizenship uncer- 
tainty in the United States. In 

1998, she left Iran to get her 

M.A. in drawing at Detroit’s 

Wayne State University, then 

got two more consecutive 

master’s degrees — an MFA 
in drawing in 2003, also from 

Wayne State, then an MFA in 

painting from the Cranbrook 

Academy of Art in Bloomfield 

Hills, Mich. If Ahmadi hadn’t 

gotten into those other pro- 

grams, she would have been 
forced to return to Iran under 
terms of her student visa. In- 
stead, after years of studying 
and part-time teaching, she 
has found a permanent home 
in Northern California — and 

a permanent home at a grow- 

ing body of American muse- 

ums and galleries, including 
the Asian Art Museum in San 

Francisco. Her Haines exhibi- 

tion, “Shiva Ahmadi: Burning 

Song,” is her first solo one at 

the longtime San Francisco 

gallery. Iran galleries want to 

show her work as well — but 

it’s too dangerous. 
“Once, I tried to show one of my 
animations in a show,’ Ahmadi says, 
“and they said after a while, ‘We'd 
rather not show it because it’s very 
political and we're afraid they’re go- 
ing to close down the show.’ ” 

The stability Ahmadi now has is 
the kind that Kurdi’s family could 
only fantasize about as they jour- 
neyed on a boat in the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. Ahmadi easily relates to 
instability. As a girl, she was raised 
in Tehran at a time when the Iran- 
Iraq War was going strong and Bagh- 
dad’s government unleashed scores 
of missiles on her city. This sense of 
potential foreboding may have left 
Ahmadi’s personal life but it remains 
in her artwork, even if it’s not obvi- 
ous at the first enticing glance.

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The Prophet and the Hallucinogen 


Could Muhammad's visions have had something to do with DMT? The Asian Art Museum's “Haroon Mirza: The Night Journey” explores the 


possibilities.

British artist Haroon Mirza and 
the Asian Art Museum go out of their 
way to contextualize Mirza’s new San 
Francisco exhibit. They post wall text 
that explains why many orthodox Mus- 
lims view music as forbidden. They dis- 
play an 18th-century Indian painting 
from the museum’s collection that de- 
picts the prophet Muhammad in a cave 
where he experiences his first revelation, 
and then they detail why the painting’s 
face has a veil, and why imagery of the 
prophet is prone to censorship in Mus- 
lim-majority countries. They do all this 
and more — and yet nothing can fully pre- 
pare for the sound and visual daring that is 
“Haroon Mirza: The Night Journey.” 

The exhibit is an art rendering that 
hints at the level of exaltation that 
happens in religious prophecy. Accord- 
ing to Islamic tradition, Muhammad 
flew to the heavens from Jerusalem 
in the early 7th century — one ina 
series of events leading to the formal 
development of Islam. In a darkened 
gallery on the Asian Art Museum’s first 
floor, Mirza situates eight speakers on 
a carpeted circle, each speaker with a 
row Of elliptical LED lights that emit 
sound at levels that pulsate, hum, 
soothe, gyrate, and burrow like a kind 
of techno-art music. “Space music” is 
another apt description. The gallery’s 
walls are criss-crossed with patterns of 
jutting triangles — almost like the jut- 
ting outside pattern of Mali’s famous 
mud mosques. Mirza himself isn’t a 
practicing Muslim. He’s not trying to 
convert anyone to Islam. Instead, he’s 
getting into ideas of artistic interpre- 
tation and, subtly, into the connection 
between musical ecstasy, artistic ecsta- 
sy, and religious ecstasy. 

“The most interesting thing for me 
is the relationship between this narra- 
tive of the Prophet having visions in a 
cave and going on this night journey, 
and what [someone might call] ‘trip- 
ping out, ” Mirza says by phone from 
his London studio. “There’s a lot of 
research in recent years on DMT, the 
chemical dimethyltryptamine that’s 
essentially a neurotransmitter, and 
a very powerful psychedelic. People 
smoke DMT to get high. It’s the active 
ingredient in the South American brew 
called Ayahuasca. But all animals and 
plants have DMT inside them. There’s 
been lots of ideas that this could be the 
molecule that’s responsible for spiri- 
tual and mystical experience. Human 
beings that spontaneously start pro- 
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ducing DMT have these kind of really 
insane experiences where they see pat- 
terns and can even coalesce to become 
entities that communicate with you.” 
Expressing an idea that some 
religious theorists have advanced, 
Mirza adds, “It’s quite plausible from 
a biochemical point of view that the 
types of experiences that the Prophet 
Muhammad had was due to sponta- 
neous releases of DMT. Even in a few 
hours in a darkened room, you start to 
hallucinate, and you start to produce 
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DMT. In a work last year, I built a 
soundproof deprivation chamber with 
no light where people were invited to 
spend time in there, and youd begin to 
hallucinate. That’s the subtext to the 
[Asian Art Museum] show.” 

The music in “The Night Journey” is 
from a score based on Mirza’s pixelated 
interpretation of an Asian Art Muse- 
um painting that depicts Muhammad’s 
heavenly journey. Using a media sys- 
tem of his own invention, Mirza trans- 
lates the code into commands that tell 





the gallery’s speakers what to play and 
what lights to emit. (His previous work 
— at Miami's Perez Art Museum — 
also used this device.) 

“I'm not composing the music; I’m 
just creating a score from an image,” 
Mirza says. “I have to assign frequen- 
cies, which are based on frequencies 
that are said to resonate with certain 
parts of the human body, like the pine- 
al gland. They’re frequencies not used 
in music but in other ritualistic practic- 
es like Tibetan singing bowls.”

“Haroon Mirza: 

The Night Journey”

Anyone who recalls then-Deputy 
Defense Secretary Paul Wolfowitz 
ickily licking his comb to style his hair 
in the opening sequence to Michael 
Moore's Fahrenheit 9/11 is in for a 
treat: a fleck of spittle. Moore’s qua- 
si-sequel about governmental mendac- 
ity spends a conspicuous amount of 
screen time on the blob in the corner 
of Donald Trump’s mouth the day 
he announced his candidacy for the 
highest office in the land. It’s gross. 

To Moore’s many detractors, this is 

the kind of gesture that tips him from 
documentarian to propagandist. But 
Fahrenheit 11/9 proves how the frumpy 
Michigander who correctly called the 
2016 presidential election deserves our 
attention now more than ever. 

The film opens with that ultimate 
trigger of liberal tears: a montage of 
scenes from Hillary Clinton’s would-be 
victory party as the moral arc of the 
universe bent toward shit. The 11/9 of 
the title refers to the day after — spe- 
cifically, to 2:35 a.m. on Nov. 9, 2016, 
the moment the networks called it for 
Trump. From there, it’s a discursive 
romp from Washington to Lansing and 
back, indicting virtually everyone in 
elective office who isn’t named Bernie 
Sanders. We see Flint’s water crisis as 
an ethnic cleansing that the sainted 
Barack Obama all but ignored. We see 
Trump perving out over his daughter 
Ivanka (a lot) and crudely manipulat- 
ing the media, as far back as 1985. We 
hear the novel theory that all of this is 
Gwen Stefani’s fault — well, not really, 
although Trump’s pique that NBC was 
paying a pop star more than him so rat- 
tled his ego that he altered the course 
of human destiny. 

Moore squeezes the Establish- 


ment’s pressure points in a way that 
lets almost no one off the hook, but he 
reserves particular ire for The New York 
Times and Democratic Party apparat- 
chiks. He makes a compelling case that 
centrist self-congratulation masks an 
institution with no read on the country 
it hopes to govern. To Moore, America 
is a left-wing nation — if only the cow- 
ardly Democrats would see it. 

There’s a great deal of truth in that, 
and Fahrenheit 11/9 is an excellent 
delivery mechanism. Further, inside 
the cresting Blue Wave is an intra-party 
sub-revolution that’s vaulting to the 
fore candidates like Bronx socialist 
dynamo Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez 
and straight-shooting West Virginian 
Richard Ojeda, both of whom Moore 
interviews. He connects some neces- 
sary dots in noting how many of Hil- 
lary Clinton’s media antagonists later 
went down in sexual-abuse scandals. 
He also excoriates CBS president Les 
Moonves for giving candidate Trump 
limitless airtime — and this was before 
Moonves’ #MeToo fall from grace. 

But before much righteous outrage 
enters the bloodstream, Moore rips 
viewers back into fear. When it comes 
to Trump-Hitler comparisons, Moore 
not only goes there, he goes all the way 
there — Godwin’s law be damned. His 
point is not simply to be inflammatory 
for the sake of turning out liberal vot- 
ers; it is to state that we are zero 9/11s 
away from a post-democracy. This is 
almost certainly the film’s most polar- 
izing bit, especially for anyone fond of 
“Are you deliberately trying to alienate 
moderates?” reasoning. 

Moore’s true limitation, however, 
is his inability to admit he’s an insider 
now. Fahrenheit 11/9 is full of candidly 
offered evidence: Moore tussling Jar- 
ed Kushner’s hair, Moore and Trump 
gabbing on Roseanne’s talk show. A re-

played 911 call in which the dispatcher 
asks if there are any weapons elicits a 
response the filmmaker no doubt found 
extremely droll: “Michael Moore is 
here.” He compartmentalizes his fame, 
but you can’t credibly remain an avatar 
of the proverbial white working class 
and stage a Broadway show, as Moore 
did last fall, with The Terms of My Sur- 
render. At least one of those personae is 
rooted in showmanship. 

Celebrity Everyman or not, to his 
infinite credit, Michael Moore isn’t 
one of those progressive purists who 
refrain from fixing the world until such 
time as everything is already perfect. 
He’s at bottom a roll-up-your-sleeves 
type, and his hope is that Trump’s 
legacy will be a revitalized Democratic 
Party that prioritizes workers and the 
oppressed over speaking fees from 
Goldman Sachs. Moore is upbeat about 
this possibility, but he won’t let us 
forget that the damage to the system 
is dire and may never heal. “How the 
fuck did this happen?” is Fahrenheit 
11/9’s thesis statement, and if you've 
grown desensitized to how profoundly 
Donald Trump has changed every- 
thing, it’ll wake you right back up. Af- 
ter all, there was a time when political 
ambitions could be thwarted by mis- 
spelling “potato” or screaming a little 
too exuberantly into a mic.

The Song of Sway Lake 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
Set in 1992, Ari Gold’s The Song of 
Sway Lake is a film about nostalgia and 
reverence for the past that tends to 
neglect its present. After the suicide 
of his record-collector father, greasy- 
haired Ollie Sway (Rory Culkin) and 
his sketchy Russian pal Nikolai (Rob- 
ert Sheehan) travel to Ollie’s family’s 


house on a lake that also bears 
his surname, intent on burgling 
the rare 78 rpm record of a song 
that’s also the title of the film. 
Things are complicated by the 
arrival of Ollie’s grandmother 
Charlie (Mary Beth Peil), whom 
Nikolai begins to seduce, while 
Ollie begins to stalk toothsome 
townie Isadora (Isabelle McNally). 
Though it’s beautifully shot and 
has an ASMR-level reverence for 
the crackling sound of 78 rpm 
records, The Song of Sway Lake is a 
heist film with no sense of urgen- 
cy. The McGuffin just sits there 
for long stretches, character moti- 
vations are always a bit fuzzy, and 
the way Isadora is written might 
have made more sense had the 
film been made in 1992. It also 
says a lot about how much hasn’t 
changed that in her final screen 
role before her untimely death, 
the great Elizabeth Pena plays a 
domestic servant who lives in fear 
of being capriciously fired. Her 
song deserved a better ending.

Lizzie 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Craig William Macneill’s Liz- 
zie isn’t the first work about the 
famed 1892 Borden axe murders 
to notice that “lizzie” is a vowel 
off from an anachronistic slang 
for “lesbian,” but it sure feels re- 
verse-engineered from that pho- 
netic coincidence. It also helps 
that we’ve reached a time where 
a movie written and directed by 
men can show respected actresses 
canoodling in the nude, while also 
seeming overtly feminist on the 
surface. (And by extension, the 
director and screenwriter are Nice 
Guys. #MeToo, right?) Lizzie be- 
gins with the sheltered 32-year- 
old (Chloé Sevigny) finding the 
slaughtered bodies of her parents, 
then flashes back six months to 
the hiring of timid domestic ser- 
vant Bridget (Kristen Stewart), 
with whom she soon engages in 
tribadistic aardvardking. Mean- 
while, family patriarch Andrew 
Borden (Jamey Sheridan) is being 
sent threatening letters, possibly 
by Lizzie’s Uncle Morse (Denis 
O’Hare), a bit of palace intrigue 
that never really pays off beyond 
showing both men are terrible to 
not only Lizzie and Bridget, but to 
each other as well. Lizzie picks up 
a bit with the Clue-esque “or may- 
be this is what happened?” specu- 
lation of the third-act courtroom 
scenes, but by the time we’re 
informed that “the jury of men” 
decided a woman of Lizzie’s social 
standing couldn't have done it, it’s 
hard not to wonder why we're still 
expected to care. SC

A fun game to play with friends 
is to ask them what cuisines they could 
happily eat forever if they lived in the year 
1700 and it was highly likely they might 
never travel more than 50 miles away from 
where they were born. For me, it would ei- 
ther be Vietnam or the Basque Country, 
subsisting on cured meats and cheeses and 
anchovy-wrapped olive pintxos on delec- 
table picks. At the other end of the scale 
would be Central Europe, where almost ev- 
erything is heavy. T. S. Eliot’s The Waste 
Land refers hauntingly to winter near Lake 
Starnberg as “feeding a little life with dried 
tubers,” and I sometimes imagine how op- 
pressive it would be to eat pickles and 
braised meats until you go mad or until 
someone goes out into the March snow to 
dig turnips out of the permafrost. 

But German food can be restorative 
and even elegant. At Radhaus, a lively 
quasi-beer hall in Fort Mason’s Land- 
mark Building A, it’s vigorously fun. A 
project by Chef Timmy Malloy (of the 
Mission’s long-gone Local’s Corner) and 
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the team behind Hayes Valley’s Suppen- 
kiiche and Biergarten, it’s a place to walk 
into with a hearty appetite and to walk 
out of with ruddy cheeks. 

As a general guide, Malloy’s entrees 
are far superior to some of the smaller 
bites. A couple things — the flavorless 
schmaltz with stale chicken-skin crisps, 
the overly liquidy pickles — simply 
nosedive. And the obatzda included a 
chew toy of a pretzel, which tasted like 
a day-old. 

But the $27 wienerschnitzel is 
stellar, pounded real good and fried 
just right and served over Jerusalem 
artichokes with a moderate amount of 
griiner sauce that isn’t excessively tangy 
or showy. A confited turkey leg ($21) on 
a wooden board would be only slightly 
caveman-like if it didn’t come with a 
knife that looks like it saved somebody’s 
life once. Removing it feels like pulling 
the sword from the proverbial stone. 
That least-loved poultry is no longer 
just for dry Thanksgivings, and the 
self-awareness comes through in Mal- 
loy’s name for it: Bayerisch imbiss, or 
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“Bavarian snack.” 

That same knife comes plunged 
into the half-chicken ($21). For a city 
with a million such things already, the 
draw here is the dumplings. It’s easy to 
start associating that word solely with 
xiaolongbao and its ilk, but these are 
proper woodsman dumplings, swim- 
ming in pan sauce and brightened with 
broccoli rabe. If youre like me, you'll re- 
member how you forgot how much you 
missed that texture. 

Slightly lighter and still uniformly 
excellent are the mushroom toast 
(heaped high with buttery hen-of-the- 
woods and surprisingly sweet from 
the addition of fig, $12) and the eva- 
nescent shavings of mountain cheese 
(which have their own Olympics in 
Switzerland and you'll quickly see why, 
$7). Whole roasted carrots ($11) with 
pine nuts, Italian parsley, and some 
always-welcome if subtle beef fat are a 
perfect complement to the meats, and 
Malloy’s menu plays off them like a wall 
in a racquetball court. 

Radhaus sounds dinner-only, but 


it’s not. The physical menu, which 
appears designed to be folded and cut 
like an instructional diagram, indicates 
that some of the seven(!) categories of 
dishes are for after 5 p.m., while the 
wursts are served only earlier, between 
11 and two. (‘There’s overlap, as with 
the salads.) 

You can get a mimosa then, or stick 
with one of the nine or so beers — all 
of them German except for Fort Point 
Westfalia, which is either named for 
a region of Germany or a Volkswa- 
gen camper. A half-liter of a good old 
standby, the Rothaus Tannenzapfle 
pils, is more than suitable. If you want 
a proper aperitif, the Alpenglow (an 
absinthe-spiked variation on the Han- 
ky Panky, with gin, Fernet, and Dolin 
Rouge, $14) is a good bet, and if you 
watch the sunset through the windows, 
the name of the drink resonates with 
the view of Marin. With the openest of 
open kitchens, Radhaus’ interior is as 
white and as woody as Tartine Manu- 
factory’s, but this is a vista that never 
grows old. 

That is all well and good. But the 
noise, the noise! It always sucks to call 
out high ambient volume levels; you 
invariably sound like a grumpy grandpa 
shaking his fist at a cloud. But if you're 
unable to hold a conversation with 
someone you re sitting next to at the bar 
without physically turning to face them 
directly, something is really wrong. 

The underlying dynamic is obvious: 
Patrons throw back a lot of beer at Rad- 
haus, and tipsy people don’t realize how 
loud they really are, which sets in mo- 
tion a sort of clamorous arms race until 
everyone is shouting to be heard. Also, 
it’s the size and shape of an airplane 
hangar. A woman dining alone next 
to me one night managed to read The 
New Yorker without evident frustration, 
although she arrived after us and left 
before us. At the same time, Radhaus 
is a Suppenktiche offshoot, and Sup- 
penkiiche can be extremely loud, too. 
Two possible solutions: Go with a big, 
giant group or stop in at an off hour. A 
Monday night visit was comparatively 
hushed, although perfectly jovial — and 
at its strongest, Radhaus is a Haus of 
Uncommons.

Go Eat This Now: 
PPQ Beef Noodle 
House's Chicken 
Curry Soup

A soft glow from the giant sky- 
light fills the room and hovers above the 
tables at Pho Pht Quoc, where the din- 
ing area is loud and sunny, smelling of 
fresh basil and broth. It feels different 
from most of the seedy soup-houses | 
adore most. This place has a vibe that 
reminds me of going to brunch with my 
family after church as a kid. Everyone 
seems to have just come from some- 
thing they didn’t really want to do, but 
that’s over now and they’re happy to be 
here. Best of all, it’s time to eat. 

Pho Pht Quoc — also known as 
PPQ Beef Noodle House — on the

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corner of 19th Avenue and Irving 
Street is well known for its heaping 
bowls of delicious soup. It’s a small, 
family-run shop on a nice little strip 
with some of the best Vietnamese 
restaurants in the city. At first glance, 
the menu is straightforward and lists 
the usual suspects from pho bo (beef) 
and pho ga (chicken) to bin bo huo 
(spicy beef) and bun riéu (a toma- 
to-based crab soup). 

But right in the middle of this 
overabundance of choices is the No. 
8, a curry chicken noodle soup with 
spicy coconut milk broth. Its mystery 
and uniqueness is too intriguing to 
simply ignore. Once the steaming 
bowl arrives at the table, you'll notice 
it looks nothing like pho. It’s fiery in 
color, with droplets of sinister chili 
oil floating hypnotically on the sur- 
face. Unlike most opaque pho broths, 
this one is creamy with a velvety 
consistency. Hints of lemon, pungent 
onions, sweet coconut milk, and spicy 
curry flavors blanket the tongue with 
each spoonful. Soaking up nuances 
of cumin, turmeric, bay leaf, and 
cloves, the vermicelli noodles take on 
a whole new role, acting as a vessel to 
transport the earthy flavors. 

This soup has a brightness to it,

a pep that comes with being savory, 
sweet, and spicy all at the same time. 
What makes it so satisfying is — 
even though it’s nothing like other 
bowls of pho — it still satiates that 
same craving. It warms your soul and 
fills your stomach in a way that other 
soups simply cannot. 

I’m sure there are many special- 
ties on PPQ’s menu, and I’m alittle 
ashamed to admit that I haven't tried 
many of them. I only come here for 
No. 8. It’s that bastard of a dish that 
steals your heart on the first date and 
never lets you go. That dish that will 
forever forbid you from further menu 
exploration due to the fear, and ulti- 
mately the knowledge, that nothing 
will ever top your usual. PPQ has for- 
ever changed the way I think of pho, 
and it’s all because of No. 8. So when 
it arrives in front of you, scalding hot 
and bubbling in all of its glory, close 
your eyes and take that first sip. Do 
you see it? Can you feel it? That’s life, 
my friends. Love it. Live it. Slurp the 
hell out of it.

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Berkeley Passes 
‘Vegan Monday’ 
Requirement

Next weekend would have been 
the annual How Berkeley Can You Be? pa- 
rade, except that event was discontinued 
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in 2009. But Berkeley just found another 
way to be even more Berkeley, as the city 
council approved a new “Vegan Monday” 
resolution that would ban the serving of 
animal products one day each week at 
city-owned facilities. 

The so-called “Vegan Monday” law 
does not apply to private businesses 
or UC Berkeley cafeterias, and does 
not even require Vegan Monday to 
be observed on Monday. The full text 
of the resolution states that “all City- 
owned and City-managed facilities and 
programs will provide only plant-based 
foods on Mondays (or another day of 
the week).” 

It sounds like an outgrowth of the 
“Meatless Tuesday” and “Wheatless 
Wednesday” campaigns from the Sec- 
ond World War. Although voluntary,

those programs were unpopular even 
during a time of patriotic fervor. The 
Berkeley resolution’s author, District 4 
councilmember Kate Harrison, said at 
Thursday’s meeting that “I’m not ask- 
ing people to give up meat, I’m asking 
us all to think about what it is that we 
do every day, how we can reduce our 
meat consumption.” 

Berkeley is the first city in the U.S. 
to adopt a Vegan Monday measure, 
spearheaded by a national environ- 
mental advocacy organization called 
Green Monday. 

“The first day of many people’s 
work or school week, Monday is op- 
timal for establishing new behaviors 
and setting the tone for the week,” 
the group says on its website. “Green 
Monday starts the week healthfully, 
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harmoniously, and sustainably.” 

The resolution states that “by sys- 
tematically reducing meat and dairy 
consumption, the citizens of Berkeley 
can accomplish two objectives; sub- 
stantially reducing our collective green- 
house gas emissions and serving as a 
model for other municipalities across 
the country and around the world.” The 
law does not yet have a start date, and 
the Berkeley city manager has been 
tasked with forming a plan for imple- 
mentation.

Last year, San Francisco saw a 
crop of new bars and restaurants situated 
in hotels that captured a customer base 
far beyond the holders of key cards. 
Whereas many hotel bars have long 
been overpriced non-destinations with 
mediocre music that make you feel as 
though you could be in an airport lounge 
in Singapore or Frankfurt, places like 
Gibson, Rambler, or the renovated PLAJ 
brought personality and enthusiasm, 
banishing any trace of the cynicism pe- 
culiar to hotels. The most audacious of 
the bunch was Charmaine’s, on the roof 
of Mid-Market’s Proper Hotel, nine 
floors above the sexy and enchanting 
Villon. But it arguably became too much 
of a destination, eroding the possibility 
of a quiet drink. 

As with Japantown’s Hotel Kabu- 
ki — which underwent a $31 million 
overhaul and and became a hotspot 
for Japanese whisky and karaage 
chicken — the Laurel Inn is a Joie de 
Vivre property, and its comparatively 
snug bar exudes mid-century mod- 
ern appeal. Laureate is the successor 
to Swank, and while it retains the 
lounge-y feel of a cool-weather Palm 
Springs, it’s become decidedly more 
booze-forward. A wall-mounted 
flatscreen might be playing sports, but 
who doesn’t love a terrazzo fireplace? 

Jockey for position near it after 
ordering one of bar manager Sam 
McGinnis’ classics, like a margarita 
made with Altos tequila and spiced 
salt from the S.F. Salt Co. or a Ne- 
groni made with St. George Botani- 
vore gin. Or go for one of the original 
creations, perhaps a Golden Gate 
Ecstasy with its three types of bitters 
(orange, Peychaud’s, and Angostu- 
ra — plus Charbay Hop Flavored 
Whiskey, Carpano Antica, Carpano 
Dry Vermouth, Fernet Branca, and 
absinthe). Hardly smoke and mirrors, 
the Smoke Show (jalapefio-infused 
Altos tequila, Vida mezcal, lime, rasp- 
berry syrup, pomegranate, and S.F. Salt 
Co. smoked cherry salt) is rigorously 
acidic. McGinnis is found of doubling 
down, you'll see, and Laureate is neither 
bestowing awards on itself or resting on 
its laurels. 

There’s local beer and wine to be 
had, too. If you’re peckish, there’s an 
enviable selection of snackies, from 
warm olives or Sriracha deviled eggs 
to a shrimp ceviche or a Southwest 
chicken dip with tortillas. Flat- 
breads are coming soon. But the real 
point is that you needn’t be forced

to have a drink here then scrounge 
elsewhere for dinner. 


The most obvious challenge Lau- 


reate faces is in drumming up local 
interest — and not through any 
fault of its own. It’s just that the 


intersection of California Street and 


Masonic and Presidio avenues is far 
from where most of the city’s action 
is, unless you're coming out of the 


JCC (or, cash in hand, the plucky S.F. 


Fire Credit Union). But with nearby 


Sacramento Street newly in the thrall 


of the Cal-Italian gem that is Sorrel,

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Catch Them While You Can 


The current slate of Grizzly Bear shows could be the chamber-pop auteurs’ last performances for some time.

Seeing Grizzly Bear live is like 
witnessing an operatic ode to synchro- 
nicity. A myriad of voices blend into one 
and instruments crash and clamber be- 
fore merging together, making the 
group's distinct brand of baroque in- 
die-rock seem effortless and inherently 
instinctual. 

You could be forgiven for thinking 
the four members — guitarist-vocalist 
Daniel Rossen, multi-instrumentalist 
Chris Taylor, drummer Chris Bear, 
and vocalist-guitarist Ed Droste — 
emerged from the womb together, 
banging instruments rhythmically in 
unison as infants. 

The real story is different, how- 
ever. Grizzly Bear began as Droste’s 
brainchild: a shrinking, lo-fi bedroom 
recording project. In fact, Rossen 
barely knew Droste before the group 
embarked on their first tour as a fully 
formed four-piece band. 

“T basically met Ed a couple of days 
before the first big tour we did,” says 
Rossen, whose group opens for Arcade 
Fire at the Greek Theater in Berkeley 
on Friday and Saturday, Sept. 21-22. 

“T was a longtime friend of Chris and 
Chris, and they introduced me to Ed. 
We did one rehearsal together, I did 
some impersonations of the stuff they 
were working on, and I don’t know — 
it just clicked. We just went for it.” 

The band has not looked back since 
those early practice days, growing from 
a one-man operation to an egalitarian, 
fully democratic, rock group, receiving 
equal creative contributions from the 
four members, embossed by Rossen 
and Droste’s distinct singing styles. 

While Droste’s delivery is unen- 
cumbered and emotive, Rossen takes 
a more calculated approach, dropping 
and raising his register in carefully 
measured sequences. This complemen- 
tary relationship contributes to Grizzly 
Bear’s unique success. Despite dense 
arrangements and avant-garde song 
structures — you won't hear much 
verse-chorus-verse on a Grizzly Bear 
tune — the band has attracted a wide- 
spread and devoted group of followers. 
Notable among their fans are hip-hop’s 
first couple, Jay-Z and Beyoncé. 

Their latest album, Painted Ruins, 
is another testament to their meticu- 
lous, ever-expanding songcraft. While 
Grizzly Bear still dabbles in the hushed 
chamber-pop that first won them 
attention, newer songs reflect fear- 
lessness and a confidence in their art. 
The songs on Painted Ruins are more 
improvisational and structureless, with 


tracks that elevate into squalls of white 
noise or drift into soft patches of mini- 
malist sound. 

With the cultural appetite for ex- 
ploratory, challenging music in indie 
rock dimming by the day, Grizzly 
Bear’s staying power has been some- 
thing of a miracle. Rossen says he is 
amazed that the group has flourished 
for so long. 

“We all put in a lot of hard work 
into this band, but we have also been 
incredibly lucky,” Rossen says. “We 
don’t ever forget how fortunate we 
are, especially considering how strange 
our music has been over the years.” 

During their decade-plus career, 
which took off in 2006 with the re- 
lease of art-pop gem Yellow House, the 
members of the group have steadily 
pursued other interests and forged 
their own paths. Once part of a tight- 
knit cohort of young Williamsburg 
bands that included TV on the Radio 
and The Yeah Yeah Yeahs, the group 
has since relocated from New York, 
with Bear, Taylor, and Droste living in 
Los Angeles, and Rossen residing in 
Santa Fe, N.M. 


That distance, along with the regu- 
lar accoutrements of aging (children, 
marriage) contributed to the lengthy 
duration between 2012’s Shields and 
last year’s Painted Ruins. Rossen says 
the quartet will continue to explore 
their own musical endeavors, a calcu- 
lated statement that casts some doubt 
on when Grizzly Bear will return with 
a new album. 

“We're going to work on some stuff 
together and see what happens,” Ros- 
sen says. “But life kind of interferes 
with all that, too — especially as we 
get older. It’s always a bit of a battle, 
so I can’t make any guarantees about 
what will happen next, to be honest.” 

Rossen says with certainty that the 
remaining dates on the Grizzly Bear 
tour will be their last for the foresee- 
able future. After playing essentially 
non-stop since the August 2017 re- 
lease of Painted Ruins, the group will 
wind down their tour in October with 
a series of shows in support of Flor- 
ence + The Machine. 

“If you want to see us, and you can 
come see us, I recommend that you 
make it to these shows,” says Rossen. 
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“Because I don’t know when this is 
going to happen again.” 

Aside from the fact that these 
could be the final local Grizzly Bear 
performances in years, there are 
countless other reasons to watch his 
band perform. A proficient machine 
on stage, Grizzly Bear accompanies 
inventive live arrangements with mes- 
merizing light displays and dazzling 
set pieces. The band has come a long 
way from that first tour, when Rossen 
and Droste first caught one another’s 
collective bearings. 

“Those early shows were mostly us 
all just being in a circle, with our backs 
to the crowd,” says Rossen. “I barely 
knew Ed and neither of us had ever 
performed live before. I think we have 
fine-tuned things since those days.”

Iam newly divorced and have started a rela- 
tionship with a man I’ve known and deeply cared 
about for decades. The sex is amazing—from start 
to finish, I feel better than I ever did even in the 
best moments with my ex. And in the most intense 
moments? He makes me see stars. He is a very gen- 
erous lover—he turns me on like crazy and I reg- 
ularly come while sexting with him. But I have yet 
to have an orgasm with him. In the past, I have had 
an orgasm with a partner only from oral or very 
occasionally from digital clit stim. My ex-husband 
was not Skilled at oral, so I always had to fantasize 
pretty hard to get there (and regularly chose not to 
bother). My new partner has amazing moves and 
amazing oral skills. And he is willing to keep at it 
for as long as it takes. But regardless of how amaz- 
ing I feel when hes going down on me, every single 
time I eventually hit a wall where I am just done. 

I havent had a single session with him where I’m 
left feeling unfulfilled, despite the lack of orgasm. 
In contrast, any sex with my ex that didn t end in 
an orgasm left me feeling frustrated or, worse yet, 
bored. (There were also times when I'd ask my ex to 
leave the room so I could masturbate after sex.) Do 
you have any ideas as to why I cant get over that 
hump? I wonder if I just need him to be more bor- 
ing and repetitive so that I can focus. But if that’s 
the case, is it even worth it? Why would I want to 
make the sex worse to make it “better”? Or should 
I just be satisfied with the mind-blowing sex I am 
having, even if it means I dont have an orgasm? Is 
it OK to give myself permission to give up on part- 
ner-based climaxing? 

No Orgasm Possibly Ever 


Beware of those self-fulfilling prophecies! If you 
sit there—or lie there—telling yourself that being 
with Mr. AmazingMoves means giving up on “part- 
ner-based climaxing,” NOPE, you’re increasing the 
odds that you’Il never have an orgasm with this guy 
or any other guy ever again. 

Here’s what I think the problem is: You had tons 
of shitty sex with your ex, but you could climax so 
long as you focused, 1.e., so long as you were able 
to “fantasize pretty hard.” Your ex provided you 
with some half-assed oral and/or uninspiring digital 
clit stim that didn’t interfere with your ability to 
focus/fantasize. In other words, NOPE, with your 
ex you were able to—you had no other choice but 
to—tretreat into your own head and rely on your 
own erotic imagination to get you there. You may 
have been physically present during sex, but you 
were not emotionally or erotically present. 

Because Mr. AmazingMoves’ moves are so 
amazing—because he turns you on like crazy, 
because whatever he’s doing feels great, because 
sometimes you see stars—you aren’t able to retreat 
into your own head. For years, you had to figu- 
ratively leave the room so you could focus/con- 
centrate on whatever it was you needed to focus/ 
concentrate on in order to come; sometimes you 
even asked your ex to literally leave the room. You 
created a powerful association between going to a 
private, safe, sexy place—pulling away from your 
partner emotionally, erotically, and sometimes even 
physically—and climaxing. 

You aren’t able to pull away from your current 
partner in the same way. Nor do you want to. And, 
hey, wanna know why you come when you sext 
with him? Because sexting is assisted fantasizing. 
You’re alone when you’re swapping those dirty 
messages with Mr. AmazingMoves, NOPE, kind of 
like you were alone when you were having sex with 
your ex. 

It’s going to take some time to carve a new 
groove, 1.e., you're going to have to create a new 
association, one that allows you to be fully present 
(emotionally, erotically, physically) during part- 


ner-based sex and able to climax during it. The trick 
is not to rush it and, again, not to box yourself into 
negative self-fulfilling prophecies like the one you 
ended your letter with.
